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The Teacher Is 
Not a Beggar 


When the kindly lady asked the little 
boy whom he loved, the lad replied, 
“Tl love my mama and my daddy and I 
love my teacher, but in between come 
a lot of dogs.” 

Recollection of the anecdote is in- 
voked by the reaction in some quarters 
to the suggestion that teachers deserve 
a cost-of-living raise. 

Now we understand that the teach- 
ers as a group have not asked for an 
increase and that the suggestion is a 
recommendation from the board of di- 

ectors of the teachers’ professional or- 
ganization, the Georgia Education Asso- 
ciation. What we cannot understand is 
‘the vehemence with which members of 
the state school board have protested 
the suggestion. 

“Tll-timed and unwise,” says oné. 
“TWngrateful,” says another, who adds 
that the teachers have had the temerity 
to oppose measures sponsored by the 
state administration. Still another board 
member counters with the warning that 
it may even become necessary to cut 


teacher pay. 
. . 2 


The present salary schedule for Geor- 
gia teachers is based on the 1948 dollar. 
The suggestion that an increase is in 
orjer is based on the undisputed fact 
that inflation has reduced the value of 
that dollar, thus robbing the teacher of 
the benefit of the salary increase pro- 
vided by the Minimum Foundation. 

Within the last two years some state 
department heads, judges, yea, even the 
legislators have been given pay increases 
as justified by-the higher living. cost. 
We heard little talk of “ill-timed and 
unwise” when those raises were asked. 
The teacher is a public employee en- 
titled to the same consideration. 

As for gratitude, the teacher’s salary 
is not a gift for which she must be 
eternally obeisant. Nor is teacher pay 
the price of allegiance to a state admin- 
istration and all its proposals. The per- 
son who teaches school is also a citizen 
of the community, entitled to his opinion 
and an expression of it. 

Vindictiveness has no place in the 
pay picture. 

“The Minimum Foundation Program 
is to improve the schools and benefit 
the children and is not a teachers’ salary 
bill as some misguided members of the 
GEA seem to think,” a fourth state 
board member has declared. 

We would remind the man that the 
program emphasizes the word “Mini- 
mum.” This is the least we can do for 
our schools, the state was saying when 
it passed the MFP. And among the 
things that can “improve the schools and 
benefit the children,” good teaching 
tops the list. 


Schools are plagued now by a short- 
age of good teachers. As we raise the 
standards for the profession, so must we 
raise the pay. 

Under the present schedule the be- 
ginning teacher with four-year certifi- 
cate gets $2,400 a year. The most she 
can expect is $3,300, after nine years’ 
experience and acquisition of a master’s 
degree. The skilled laborer does much 

_. better. 

We understand that in some schools 
the teacher asked to do extra duty at a 
football game gets $3 extra pay. The 
policeman who stands beside her at the 
gate gets $5. That seems the prevail- 

. ing standard of values. 
Mark Hopkins on one end of a log 
and a pupil on the other made a great 
- educational institution, according to a 
famous quotation. We've been very ac- 
. tive to make the school building some- 
- thing better than a log. We are not 
‘going to get enough educators of the 
‘ Mark Hopkins standard unless we are 
' willing to foot the bill.

. if the teachers actually ask for a raise,

As the debate about Korea continues,

And now comes Gen. Omar Bradley

1950, with saving southeast Asia from 
being overrun by Communists in 1950 
and 1951; and with preventing—or at 
least forestalling for some time—‘“the 
Soviet Union’s step-by-step aggression 
leading to World War III.” He added 
that the stand in Korea had givem “a 
new breath of life and a new meaning 
to the authority of the United Nations.” 

Considering their present tactics of 
“talking peace and playing innocent in 
the forum of the United Nations,” he 
says, “I believe their peace talk is the 
siren song we must suspect until they 
prove their sincerity. ... They are try- 


ing to play upon our desire for peace: 


to divide us, to disarm us, and then, at 
will, if it behooves their evil designs, to 
destroy us.” 

As frustrating as it is to continue the 
business of patiently building up and 
holding the line, the alternative of world 
war seems considerably worse. There 
are, of course, those who disagree about 
that. too. All of us, however, should 
ponder the calm words of General 
Bradley.

A Georgia Majority 
Carried the Day 


A private propaganda mill in At- 
lanta persists in the canard that “one 
county, and one county alone, defeated 
the county unit amendment No. 1.” The 
analysis concocted by this outfit ap- 
peared last week in a number of news- 
papers, either as an editorial or as a 
news story. Generally, the source was 
not credited. 

The release persists in the “party” 
line of the proponents of the amend- 
ment—‘“the bloc vote element in the 
Atlanta metropolitan area, Fulton Coun- 
ty alone beat the amendment.” 

It is true that the majority by which 
the amendment was defeated in Fulton 
County is the approximate equivalent 
of that by which the measure was de- 
feated in the state. But what these 
propagandists don’t point out is that 
every person in Fulton County could 
have voted against the amendment, yet 
it could have been carried by the state 
at large if enough people had so 
willed. Theirs was the power and the 
opportunity. 

The losers don’t explain why a num- 
ber of two-unit counties and two-thirds 
of the four-unit counties turned against 
the proposal which was pushed by the 
administration. 

They don’t tell you that the city” 
vote in many counties went against the 
amendment even if the issue did carry 
the county as a whole. The residents in 
Sandersville, Washington County; Fort 
Valley in Peach, Montezuma in Macon, 
yea, even Eastman in Dodge, do not fear 
their neighbor in the big cities. They 
voted against Amendment No. 1 and for 
democracy. 

The whole is greater than its parts. 
Who can say which 29,000 votes were 
the specific ones which spelled defeat? 
The majority in Georgia spoke against 
Amendment No. 1. 

This propaganda mill goes further 
to point out that under the unit system 
the amendment would have carried. 
True, it would have, even though the 
majority of Georgians were against it. 

That may be one brand of democ- 
racy. Certainly it is not ours.

Roosevelt administration, the Democratic 
Party will have a Senate floor leader from 


the South in Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas,’ 


whose election to that important post appar- 
ently is assured. So will oil, for whose in- 
terest he has been an energetic and effec- 
tive champion.

Senator Johnson is not, 
however, aligned with ‘the 
rzeriy standpat conservative 
Southern element, as most sharply symbol- 
ized in Senator Byrd of Virginia. He repre- 
sents a compromise between it and the more 
progressive wing of Southerners embraced 
in such men as Senators Hill and Sparkman 
of Alabama and Kefauver of Tennessee. 


Amiable in disposition, skillful himself 
at compromise, he would bring needed quali- 
fications to the sometimes difficult task of 
keeping the peace between the Southern con- 
servatives and the more progressive Demo; 
crats in the Senate. 


Johnson virtually assured the leadership ° 


post for himself by exerting the initiative 
he always has exhibited in his own personal 
political interest. He caught the still-shat- 
tered and shell-shocked New Deal-Fair Deal 
element napping, as they also were caught 
napping two years ago when the Southern 
wing moved in fast and put over Senator 
McFarland as floor leader, 


Immediately after the election, Senator 
Johnson got busy over the telephone lining 
up support for himself. In stating his case 
he emphasized that he is up for re-election 
two years hence, and also pointed out that 
he is in line as assistant leader. 


He meets the party regularity test. With 
Texas whooping it up for General Eisen- 
hower, and with Gov. Allan Shivers and 
Senator-elect Price Daniel working for the 
general, Senator Johnson remained in the 
ranks and co-operated with Speaker of the 
House Sam Rayburn in the campaign for the 
Stevenson-Sparkman tickét. 

Though Lyndon Johnson was rated dur- 
ing his service in the House among the New 
Dealers, he has followed a more conserva- 
tive line in the Senate. He has been alert to 
the interests of oil, which is what every 
Texas politician is supposed to be, it seems. 
He helped push the Kerr Natural Gas Bill, 
supported by oil interests, and the bill to 
give jurisdiction over marginal coast lands— 
crux of the so-called tidelands oil dispute— 
to the states. Both bills were vetoed by 
President Truman, the latter twice. He also 
parted with the President by taking a lead- 
ing part in the fight against confirmation 
for another term of Leland Olds, Federal 
Power Commission member who was so bit- 
terly fought by the utilities.

It is interesting to note—in the wake of 
the defeat of Georgia's county unit amend- 
ment—that the voters of Wisconsin last week 
also voiced a resounding NO to a proposal 
to write a somewhat similar plan into their 
stace’s Constitution. 

The county unit system is, fundamentally, 
an apportionment of votes and representa- 
tion on an area basis, rather than on a popu- 
lation basis. 

The Wisconsin proposal was to establish 
that state’s Senate or Assembly districts on 
an area as well as population basis. Pres- 
ently, the districts are apportioned on the 
basis of population only. 

With a margin of more than 70,000 votes 
out of a total of 1,330,000 cast, the Wiscon- 
sinites defeated the plan. 

Thus, two states, Georgia and Wisconsin, 


linked last spring by the unique educa- 


tional exchange student program, take sim- 
ilar action on proposals which would jeop- 
ardize the voters’ rights.

‘A skipping heart is nothing to 
be alarmed about. We all have it 
at one time or another, and the 
most common causes are anxiety, 
tension, business worries, loss of 
sleep, colds or drinking too much 
coffee,’ Dr. Logue said. 


‘Even love can be at the bottom | 
of a heart-skip,”’ he added. | 


But a skipping heart does not! 
usually indicate that anything is. 
amiss organically, Dr. Logue said. 

He reassured his audience that 
smoking and drinking are not 
causes of heart trouble. ‘In fact,’’ 
he said, ‘“‘they have very little 
effect on the heart.’’ Among major) 
causes of heart trouble he listed 
congenital defects, hardening of 
the coronary arteries, high blood 
pressure and rheumatic fever.
